Internet Archive is a non-profit online library, best known for the 
Wayback Machine. The DLARC library is funded by a grant from the 


Amateur Radio Digital Communications foundation.

The DLARC library will preserve vital resources — past, present, and 
future — documenting the history of amateur radio and 
communications.

Celebrating its 26-year history, the Internet Archive is a 501(c)(3) non-profit digital 
library founded by Brewster Kahle in 1996 with the mission to provide “universal access 
to all knowledge.” The Internet Archive seeks to preserve the world’s cultural heritage 
and to provide open access to our shared knowledge in the digital era, supporting the 
work of historians, scholars, journalists, students, the blind and reading disabled, as 


well as the general public via https://archive.org. 


Located in San Francisco, California, the Internet Archive currently maintains a freely- 
accessible, online digital library and archive of more than 99 petabytes of unique data: 
700 billion web captures, 7 million films and videos, 14 million audio recordings, 38 
million texts, over 750,00 pieces of software and 2 million hours of recorded television. 
Each day, over 3 million visitors use or contribute to the Internet Archive, making it one 
of the world’s 250 most popular sites with over 200 page views per second and 33 
billion total downloads. Internet Archive’s Wayback Machine, the largest and oldest 
publicly-available web archive, was launched in 2001 and currently contains 700+ 
billion web captures. The Internet Archive actively works in partnership with national 
libraries and archives, universities, governments, research institutions, and other 
organizations across the world on web data preservation, digital archiving standards, 
digitization, data stewardship, and open source technology development. 


Building the Digital Library of Amateur Radio & Communications (DLARC) will consist 
of three broad areas of work: 


e a large-scale scanning program that digitizes relevant print materials such as 
journals, monographs, books, physical ephemera, and other physical records from both 
institutions and individuals; 


e a large-scale digital archiving initiative that seeks to curate, archive, and 
provide specialized access to “born-digital” materials, such as digital photos and audio- 
video, as well as websites and web-published material; 


e a personal archiving campaign to ensure the preservation and future access of 
notable individuals and stakeholders involved in the founding and activities of ARDC 
and the broader community. 


Access to the outputs of these three areas will be via the creation of a free, openly 
accessible, specialized online digital library and search and discovery portal that 
includes a full-text search of all text content, educational resources, archival collections, 
and ample metadata and contextual information for navigating and using the items in 
the DLARC.
